Unearthing Scandals at Castle Garden--To=

Press.

New York, December 8.—The following 
isa synopsis of the editorial comments of 
the New York press to-day: The Tribune 
says: “Prof. Sargent’s paper on ‘Forest 
Fires,’ read yesterday at Northampton, will 
answer as well for the latitude of New York 
as for that of New England. Thereis many 
an acre in the Middle States where tiniber 
could be more profitably grown than any 
other crop. But the prospective value 
of forest property is only ap- 
preciated by the few, and the damer 
to such property for lawlessness and care- 
lessness discourages far-seeing investers. 
Legislation, State and national, is greatly 
needed, but knowledge is needed more and it 
is needed now. As soon as the worth of cur 
wood lands is understood, laws for. their pro- 
tection and the enforcement of these laws 
will follow soon. For this reason competent 
treatment of forest questions is a genuine 
public service.” 

PLUNGER WALTON. 

The Sun says: “Mr. Plunger Walton hns 
offered to keep the streets of Philadelphia 
clean for five years for $500,000 a year. The 
Plunger should not let his ambition overlesep 
itself. The streets of New York ought to 
obsorbd all his energy for sometime. They

MR. PENDLETON’S ZEAL. 

The Times says: “There appears to be 
some doubt in Washington siveies as to the 
sincerity of the zeal of Mr. Pendleton for the 
reform bill which bears his name, but the 
Senator himself says that he is as much in 
earnest about it as ever, and means to call it 
up and press itas soon as hecan. When he 
does so, itis Mr. Warner Miller’s declared 
intention to offer an amendment prohibiting 
removals, except fur cause. If Mr. Miller will 
secure the passage of Mr. Pendleton’s bill 
substantially in its present form, with a gen- 
eral abolition of a fixed term of office of the 
subordinates in the service, he may be quite 
at rest in regard to removals. Not even the 
most ardent Democratic administration will 
abuse the right of removal at discretion if 
the vacancies are to be filled by the 
methods provided in the Pendleton bill. 
The root of the whole reform is in appoint- 
ments made for fitness proved by competi- 
tion. These once secured, all else will 
inevitably follow.” 


REFUNDING THE SUBSCRIPTIONS, 


Movement to Get Back Money Sub- 
scribed to the Centennial.

NEw YORK, December 8.—A specia! to the 
World says: There is a movement on foot on 
the part of the directors of the Centennial 
Exposition to memorialize Congress to make 
an appropriation for refunding to the sub- 
scribers to the exposition the amount of their 
subscriptions, which werein the neighbor- 
hood of $6,500,000. The memorialists will 
take the ground that the country reaped suf- 
ficient benefit commercially and otherwise 


from the exposition to justify the subscribers 
in asking reimbursement. It is possible also 
that the project of a world’s fair in 1889 may 
assume definite shape this winter. 
is designed to celebrate the inauguration of 
Washington and the establishment of consti- 
tutional gcvernment. The intention of its 
organizers is to make it similar in character 
to the exposition of 1876, and probably New 
York will be selected as the site.

“COLORED CHAMPIONS.” 


A Boxing Match at Harry Hill's 
Ends in a Row. 


Joe Coburn Released From Sing Sing After 
Six Years.

New York, December 8.—Over 200 men 
visited Harry Hill’s yesterday to witness the 
glove contest between “two colored cham- 
pions,” for a gold medal valued at $100 and 
the Amerean championship. Chas. H. Had- 
ley, of Bridgeport, and Morris Grant, of New 
York, were the only men who putin an ap- 
pearance to box for the championship. Both 
men had won the medal twice. After the 
usual preliminaries Hill called two policemen 
from the rear of the house, saying that he 
hoped their assistance would not be neces- 
sary to maintain order, but he 
feared trouble. When time was called 
Grant led off by a slight blow on Hadley’s 
chest but was countered by Hadley with such 
effeci that 

MORRIS STAGGERED. 

Seeing his advantage, Hadley followed him 
up with a terrific left-hand blow, which 
knocked Grant off his feet. When the three 
minutes were up the men were taken to their 
corners, and the spectators began to behave 
ina most boisterous manner.

He is much 
heavier than when taken from New York 
to Sing Sing. He wore ashining silk hat, 
dark clothing and handsome black overcoat.

“Il am scarcely out of 
prison, and it will require considerable lapse 
of time before 1 shall become used to free- 
dom.”

RAILROAD COLLISION, 
Three Persons Instantly Killed and Sev- 
eral Injured Severely, 
CINCINNATI, O., December 8.—A Hinton, 
West Virginia, special saysa collision oc- 
curred at 3:30 o’clock yesterday afternoon, 
between a freight train going West, and an 
express passenger train going East, at the 
west entrance of Stretcher’s Neck Tunnel, 
twenty-two miles west of here. Three per- 
sons were instantly killed and five others 
injured. Two engines, two passenger cars, 
one baggage car and five freight cars were 
wrecked. The killed were Henry Ancarrow, 
of Hinton, the engineer of the freight 
train, Patrick Goheen, of Hinton, fireman on 
the same, and Wm, Cooper, of Fayetteville, 


W. Va., fireman of the passenger train. The 
injured are B. R. Le of Huntington, 
W. Va.. conductor of the passenger train, 
his back and legs being broken; John Mad- 
den, of Huntington, engineer of the passen- 
ger train, leg broken and other injuries. He 
will probably recover. ‘The conductor of the 
Cincinnati sleeping car, of Boston, name un- 
known, had both legs broken and is probably 
fatally injured. ‘The newsboy, name un- 
known, was badly cut. Stephen Cole, color- 
ed, porter, from Louisa Court-house, was 
seriously burned. The passengers, number- 
ing seventy-fiv amon whom were 
Senator Wallace of Kentucky, and Robert 
Bonner of New York, escaped uninjured. 
The accident was caused by & misunder- 
standing of orders by the freight train men, 
whereby they were attempting to take an 
hour more than had been allowed them of 
the passenger train’s time, it being late.

Missouri Pensions. 

Special to the Post-Dispatch. . 
WASHINGTON, December 8—The Com- 
missioner of Pensions, in his recent report, 
ome portions of which have already been 
sent you, gives some facts of especial inter- 
estto Missouri. Itshows that out of the 
total! of enlistments in the State, - numbering 
147,471, there have been 20,726 applicants for 
pension, Or about one in seven. Of these 
nearly one-half are still “‘pending.”” Theto- 
tal number admitted thus far as entitied to 
pensions is 18,889, all being adjudged entitled 
to arrears, The applicants come in all 
classes—invalids,widows,minors and depend- 
ents. Of invalids, the applications number 
12,401, of which 3,89 have been admitted and 
8,506 are still pending. Of 3,835 applications 
from widows 2,121 
still nding. Oi minors there were 2,737 
pplicauts, 2,162 admitted and 575 pending. 
here were also applications from depen- 
dents, of which 711 have been admitted and 
1,402 are still pending. Atthe Topeka pen- 
sion office, which pays pensions for your 
section of country, there are 15,193 persons 
on the roll who are paid 3,479,660 annually 
by that office, besides $10,542 of arrears. The 
salary and expenses of the pension agent and 
assistants at that office amount to $14,642 
r year. Of those drawing pensions at 
hat office there are 243 survivors of the war 
of 1812 and 803 widows of soldiers of 1812. It 
isa noticeable and somewhat curious fact 
that the number of widows of soldiers of the 
war of 1812 is more than three times as great 
as the number of the survivors of that war. 
Df the pensions now paid at the various 


offices 7,134 are to survivors of the war of | 


1812, and 24,661 are to widows of participants 
in that war. Another interesting statement 
by the Commissioner is the names and num- 
ber of surviving widows ef Revolutionary 
soldiers.

The Tobacco Tax.

Wasuineton, D. C., December &.—It is 
evident, from talks with members, that those 
who favor the tariff revision are generally 
well pleased with the report of the Tariff 
Commission. The Northwestern members, 
particulariy the Minnesota delegation, 
who did not favor the appointment of 
the commission, are now disposed 
to accept in the main the results of its labors.

Four Executions in Different Parts 
of the Country. 


Albert Sanders Dies on the Scaf- 
fold at Charleston, Mo. 


Charles Gustave at Donaldsonville, La.; Will 
Porter, at Perry, Ga., and Ed. Conyers, at 
Swainsboro, Ga., Expiate Their Crimes.

CRARLESTON, Mo., December 8.—Albert 
Sanders, a negro, was hanged here to-day for 
the murder of Moses Wing, also colored. 
The seaffold was erected in the 
rear of the Jail.

A very brief prayer 
was made, and then a few remarks in caim 
tores by the prisoner followed. The black 
cap was drawn down, the nouse adjusted, 
the rope cut at 12:50 and with a thud Sanders 
went flying through thetrap. Exactly at 
seven and one-hali minutes from the time of 
the drop he was pronounced dead, and the 
county undertaker took charge of the re- 
mains. 
THE CRIME. 

Albert Sanders, colored, was hanged here 
to-day for the murder of Moses Wing, also 
colored. Both these men were employed by 
Stephen Bird, at Bird’s Point, opposite 
Cairo, and were jealous of each other over 
the affections of a colored girl. On the night 
of November 19, 1881, Sanders, rather the 
worse for liquor, went to pte. §. cabin and be- 
gan to abuse him. Wing tried to puthim out, 
when Sanders drew a large knife and thrust 
it in Wing’s back. Wing tried to run, Dut 
his assailant followed and caught him, deal- 
ing three more terrible wounds, one of which 
severed the juguiar vein. Neighbors ran up 
justin time to witness the murder and Cap- 
ture the murderer, but the latter escaped the 
same night. He was recaptured in a few 
days, just when crossing into Kentucky. He 
was tried at a special term of the Circuit 
Court in May and sentenced to be hanged in 
June. An appeal to the Supreme Court was 
had, however, and the sentence confirmed, 
the execution being fixed for to-day. San- 
ders had no family, but his victim 
left a wife and _ several children. 
Sanders was a stout negro, of the genuine 
African type, five feet six inches in height 
and weighing 140 pounds. He has been at- 
tended by Rev. A. J. Hess, of the Baptist 
Church, and two weeks ago was taken to a 
pond near the jail and publicly baptized. He 
died professing religion. 


Charles Gustave Executed, |

The salvage corps succeeded in 
saving a large amount of goods. The walls 
of the warehouses burned on Wood street 
and Phillip lane fell into the roadway witha 
crash like thunder, filling the streets with 
burning debris.

At this hour the engines are still pouring 
immense volumes of water on the ruins and 
the fire is under control. The burnt area is 
over two acres. One fireman was killed by 
the falling walls.

EXPLAINING THE BLUE LAW. 

New York last Sunday presented probably 
the most absurd spectacle that any great 
city in modern times has ever presented, in 
the sight of citizens pursued and arrested 
with promiscuous irregularity by the poliee 
force, for doing things that they had been 
permitted to do in peace ever since they were 
born—things that they even flattered them- 
selves were useful to the community which 
on that day sent out its policemen to arrest 
them. Bootblacks and newsboys, day-labor- 
ers, barbers, butchers, in fact almost every 
class except saloon-keepers, were represented 
in the motiey throng that appeared on Mon- 
day morning before the police Rhadaman- 
thus, to be discharged on the plea of “not 
guilty,’’ with the warning not to do so again. 

But now Davip DupLgey FI£.p, the re- 
viser of the code in which Sabbatarian of- 
fenses were recognized, has come out and 
the code is clear and simple, and that its lang- 
uage runs as follows: “The first day of the 
week being by general consent set apart 
for rest and religious uses, the law 
prohibits on that day the doing of 
certain acts hereafter specified which are 
serious interruptions of the repose and re- 
ligious liberty of the community,” and fur- 
ther on he specifies confusedly enough these 


sports and shows; third, trades, manufae- 
tures and mechanica employment; fourth, 
public traffic, and fifth, serving process, 

The absurdity of such a specification is 
that it has no connection whatever with the 
object of the Sunday law, which the code 
itself declares is merely the prevention of 
|acts which are “serious interruptions of the 
| repose and religious liberty of the communi- 
ty.”’ and it embraces subjects the most di- 
verse and incongruous. Even if we admit 
that itis a violation of the repose and reli- 
gious liberty of the community for public 
sports and shows to be carried on, no such 


trades, which disturb no one, and against a 
great many mechanical employments, which 
the citizens have a natural right to pursue. 
But the absurdity is earried to complete- 
ness by the limitation of the statute that 
these acts are prohibited, not absolutely, but 
‘““exceptin a work of charity and neces- 
sity.”” When the question arises as to what is 
a work of necessity the reviser of the 
code defines it as one which is ‘‘necessary to 
the comfort and convenience or welfare of 
the community at large.” How to 
distinguish a necessary act from an unneces- 
sary one does not appear, but Mr. FieLip ex- 
plains that itis a work of necessity for a cit- 
izen to get shaved in a barber shop on Sun- 
day and to get his boots blacked on Sunday. 
This sets aside the whole Sunday law as a 
farce unworthy of serious notice. It means 
that the works of necessity are the works

suit their convenience, while the works 
which the Sabbatarians do not want to have 
done are criminal and to be punished.

It would be much easier for plain men to 
make up their minds about affairs of state if 
the great people to whom we pay large sal- 
aries for attending to these affairs could oc- 
casionally make up their minds to agree 
about a work which they are conjointly 
carrying on. Here, for instance, is this mat- 
ter of reveuue reduction, about which one 
would think that at least the President and 
lis Cabinet would have one _ opinion 


But in his message President ARTHUR 
recommends, for the benefit of the 
revenue, the abolition of all internal 


revenue taxes except those on spirits, while 
his Secretary of the Treasury, who has the 
matter of the revenue more directly in 
charge, sends in a simultaneous message in 
which he says that we cannot do without the 
taxes which the President says we ought to 
abolish. The Commissioner of interna! Revy- 
enue, who, though a great man, is quite a 
subordinate under these greater men. also 
has views of his own as to what we should 
do with the internal revenue, and his views 
do not harmonize with those of his superior 
officers. 

How isa plain man to make up his mind 
when these great men have as many 
different minds as there are different great 
'men? Itis as hard to make up one’s mind 

about the tariff as itis about the internal 
|revenue. The President declares that we

NATIONAL PROTECTION. 

Humiliating contrasts between our navy 
and that of France are in order, because our 
naval inferiority seems to be the only thing 
that prevents usfrom having a first-class 
row with France. Itappears that we have 
more trade than France with Madagascar 
and more missionaries there converting the 
heathen; also that our merchants and mis- 
sionaries have been yery active and influen- 
tial in involving the Malagassy Queen ina 
difficulty with France, in the course of which 
itis alleged that some of our citizens have 
been murdered in the northwestern part of 
the isiand. There is consequently some talk 
about holding France responsibie for these 
murders,in connection with an appeal from the 
Madagascar Government to ours for protec- 
tion, France having treated the local au- 
thority with contempt and threatened 
to seize an extensive tract of cwast. 
This talk is met by a portion of the French 
press with sneers at our ridiculous pavy, 
and the friends of Jonn Roacu are indulg- 
ing the hope that our national pride will re- 
spond to this insult with huge appropriations 
for more steel-clad naya! monsters. 
| But there never was a situation that better 
| illustrated the danger of strengthening our 
naval force, It is against our settled policy 
to engage in the business of protecting the 
weak against the strong on the other side of 
_the globe. A navy not strong enough to 
tempt us into that business would not be 
| strong enough to bring a perverse French 
Government to terms with reference to the 
alleged murder of Americans in Madagascar. 
We have other means more potent thana 
navy three times as strong as our present 
one. There ix not the slightest danger that 
France will presume on our naval weakness 
to wrong us, and there is no more occasion 
for our matching her navy than for our 
matching her army. She is not going 
to let any reasonable demand from us 
disturb her commercia! relations with the 
United States, and there are other men- 
‘acing powers for whom she maintains her 
' huge armament. She has long ago surren- 
dered all territory and al] thought of inter- 
fering on this side of the Atlantic. and to 
have a war with her we must go seek it on 
the other side by opposing her African 
schemes. We don’t need war ships for 
any such purpose. 

As to the other great naval power, England, 
we could, in case of war with her, take her 
American possessions in spite of all the na- 
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vies in the world, and thereby - indemnify 
ourselves for allthe harm the combined na- 
vies of France and England could do to our 
Fifty-two millions of peo- 
ple oceupying a vast territory easily acquired 
by a few of their ancestors from 
| England and France, need no navy to pro-

UNION DEPOT CONNECTIONS, 

A bill has been introduced granting to 
certain incorporators the right to construct 
a North and South street railway along the 
Tayon avenue line from Sidnev street on 
the south to Cass avenue on the north. It 
js just as well to wait before granting such a 
franchise until the location of the new Union 
Depot is determined on, and when that point 
is settled it will be well to see that satis- 
factory arrangements are made for 
reaching Fourth street from the Union 
Depot for a single fare and without 
change of cars. Of the existing lines the 
nearest to the expected location of the depot 
is the Fourteenth street line, which is open 
to the objection that it runs bob-tail cars in 
defiance of common sense, and that it starts 
from the south side of the depot site and 
travels up a steep grade, requiring a long ride 
to reach the central part of thecity. The 
Market street line comes just near enough 
tomissit. A franchise which would cover 
a line from Fourth street west to Nineteenth 
or ‘Twentieth street with a south and 
north branch might turn out to be the pest 
solution of the problem, and might even be 
so valuable that capitalists would be willing 
to pay the city a bonus for the charter. Of 
course such a line would be much less vaiu- 
able if another company already had the 
valuable jpriviiege of the north and south 
traffic. The proposed Tayon avenue line can 
afford to wait a month or two until the eity 
knows just what it is doing in granting the 
franchise.

His successor, the 
Major’s appointee, will be commissioned to fill 
the unexpired portion of Judge Farrell's term. 
The section of law authori this appoint- 
ment by the Mayor is as follows: tion 
2809 of the Revised Statutes of 1879, provides : 
When a vacancy oceurs in the office of Justice 
of the Peace the County Court of the county 
in which such vacany occurs may supply the 
same by the appointment of sOme person 
competent and qualified, who shall hold his 
office until the next general election of 
county officers, and until his successor is 
elected, commissioned and gualified.”” The 
question has occurred to the Mayor, whether 
under this seetion of law his appointee, 
to _—iffilil the vacancy, caused by 
the death of ustice _— Farrell, 
is entitled to be commissioned until the gen- 
eral election in November, 1856, or only until 
November, 1484. At the latter time there 
will be an election of constables throughout 
the city, and it is ossible 
that, in case Justice arreil’s 
successor is commissioned by the Mayor to 
hold office until 1886, some aspiring 
individual may insist upon standing for 
election in the Ninth Distriet in November, 
1884. This, of course, would complicate mat- 
ters considerably. This morning the Mayor 
decided to make his appointpents for the 

udge Farrell’s term, 
leaving future complications to parest them- 
seives. Who the appointee will be is an open 
question as yet.

I was the last property- 
owney to give way and J am the first to eject 
my improper tenants. The witneas told the 
story of the banker Runyan, who, shortly af- 
ter the war, hanged himself in his own 
house at the southeast corner of Sixth and 
Walnut streets. Mr. Kieinschmidt stated 
that he was a defendant a year ago in a simi- 
lar case to thatin which he was testifying, 
but that case was thrown out of court.

Although 
incorporated but four months ago, 
wonderful energy in pushing the project has 
been evinced. Last Monday Col. Buell con-

A NOON BLAZE. 


$25,000 Fire on Main, Between 
Pine and Olive. 
Dent G, Tutt & Co. and E, A. Hitchcock 
the Chief Sufferers--The Loss Covered 
by Insurance. 


Just when or just how the fire originated 
that gutted the sture of Dent G. Tutt & Co. 
at 204 North Main street shortly 
after noon to-day, has not yet been settled. 
Those in the neighborhood claim that the fire 
had been burning for quite a while before the 
alarm was turned on, which was done about 
a quarter to 1 o’clock. Almost as soon 
as the bells sounded a dense crowd filled up 
Main street, and there was a good deal of 
unavoidable delay before the streams were 
goton the fire. The fire originated in the 
third story of the building, where there was 
collected a great deal of general merchandise 
and some lard and highwines. The blaze 
broke out of the windows in heavy streams 
of flame, which seemed for a time to threaten 


the destruction of the whole block. Inst 
north of the store of Dent G. Tutt & Co. is 
the tlour and produce store of Meyer, Aron- 
son & Co., which was not damaged at all. 
South of 204, however, at 202 North Main 
street, is the paper warehouse and book 
bindery of Kaukin & Lawton,which received 
a severe scorching. In the 
top story of the book bind- 
ery some forty girls were at work when 
the fire broke out, and the first notice they 
had of it was a heavy volume of dense, 
greasy smoke, which swept through a hateh- 
way atthe rearand filled the whole room. 
The girls were badly scared, and the scene for 
a moment or two was Indescribable. 
Without taking time to secure their bonnets 
or shawls,they made a wild, panicky rush for 
the statrway, and came tumbling down in 
inextricable confusion. For a wonder no- 
body was hurt, and the girls, as soon as their 
scare was over, became interested spectators 
of the blaze. Mr. ‘Tutt Ne eaten 
A eOpOrnet that the value of the stock at pres- 
entin the store was not over $25,000, on 
which there was insurance for $20,000 in the 
Capen Agency. Had the fire taken place a 
short time since it would have caught the 
firm with fully $75,000 worth of goodsin the 
store. The loss will notbe total on the 
oods ; probably not more than 
en or fifteen thousand dollars. The loss on 
the building, which is the property of Mr. E. 
A. Hitchcock, wi!l probably amount to §$10,- 
000 more, fully covered by insurance. The 
stock carried by Rankin & Lawton, 207 
N. Main, was estimated by Mr. 
Rankin at about $20,000, on 
which there is {Insurance in the King Agency 
for $18,000. Mr. Rankin does not believe 
that anything has burned on Ris upper floors, 
but thinks that the damage from smoke will 
be almost, if not quite, as bad as if the white 
aper had burned. One very large 
ob was just in progress in 
the building, and this he reckons a total 
loss. The building oceupied by Rankin & 
Lawton belongs to the Clemens estate, and 
is not damaged materially. The whole loss 
may be summedup: Dent G. Tutt & Co., 
$10,000; FE. A. Hitchcock, $10,000: Rankin & 
Lawton, $5,000; total, $25,000, aJl covered by 
insurance. The Salvage Corpsand the whole 
department were complimented on all sides 
for the excellence and effectiveness of their 
work. The fire was brought under control 
in twenty minutes after the arrival of the 
engines, although the alarm was not turned 
on until the fire was under full headway. 
IN THE BEAR. 

The fire was gallantly attacked from the 
alley in the rear, where the evidence that the 
flames had been burning for some time be- 
fore discovery seemed to be provided in the 
condition of the iron shutters in the 
windows of the top story of the building, 
which were bent into curves by the heat. 
The fames poured forth from the upper win- 
dows with great fury and leaped almost 
across the alley to the buildings on its east- 
ern side. The rear wall of the building is 
five stories in height and the ladder was 
pevees so that the fourth story was reached 

»y the firemen. By the time this was done the 
upper floor was wholiv occupied by the 
flames,which also began to rush out from the 
windows of the story below. At 1 o’clock 
astream was supplied at the fourth floor 
which soon mastered the fire, and a few min- 
utes afterwards another was carried from 
the alley to the roof. It shortly became evi- 
dent then that the fire was under control,

NOVEMBER CORN ARBITRATION. 


The Case Proceeding Before a Special 
Committee. 


The November corn arbitration between 
Grier Bros. and Boyd & Hull was commenced 
yesterday afternoon before a special com- 
mittee, composed of E. O. Stanard, Thomas 
Richeson and John Wahl. Before the case 
was opened an informal discussion between 
the parties interested developed the fact 
that the other shorts would not abide by the 
decision of the committee, and would only go 
iuto An arbitration if they were allowea a 
lawyer to conduct their case.

The McCord Case, 

Judge Adams this morning in Circuit 
Court No. 1 called up the case of Hercules 
against Mary Alice McCord, on the motion 
foralimony. Some notoriety attaches to 
this divorce proceeding, the particulars of 
which have been published in 


the Fast. McCord is the 
local agent of the Pennsylvania Salt Works 
anda man of considerable propery. He was 
married at Allegheny City, Pa., in June, 
1872. The couple resided here. In October 
last he filed a petition for divorce on the 
ground of infidelity. He made specific alle- 
gations against his wife and in  sup- 
port of the charges of improper 
conduct with certain parties, and with one 
in particular, depositions have been 
filed.

Mrs. MeCord alleges that she 
was compelled toendure many discomforts 
and annoyances and to be come acquainted 
with people who were often very 
disagreeable, She states that on 
account of her husband’s inattention to her 
comfort and welfare she was often forced to 
find such enjoyment as a boarding-house and 
its inmates would afford, and her husband, 
when at home, found his own entertainment 
in reading to himself, and in 
other ways he withheld his love 
and sympathy from her. Mrs. MeCord 
alleges that if there was any seeming impro- 
priety in her actions at boarding houses it 
was due to the influence of narcotics and 
stimulants, prescribed by her physician. 
Mr. McCord alleges that she went on to 
Pittsburg to visit her mother, and afterwards 
she went to Cohasset, Mass., on a visit to her 
sister.

THE IMMACULATE CONCEPTION. 


A Feast of Special Sanctity--The Vicar- 
General’s Silver Jubilee. 


On this, the eighth day of December, the 
Catholic Church celebrates one of the great- 
est festivais in its calendar, the Immaculate 
Conception of the Blessed Virgin. The his- 
tory of this feast goes back to the twelfth 
century, when the canons of Lyons, in the 
South of France, introduced the festival on 
the 8th of December. The belief in the 
immaculate conception was not at that time 


a dogma of the church, but a 
ious opinion, and it was the “subtle 
doctor.” Duns Scotus, who made the doc- 
trine one of the cardinal points in the creed 
of the Franciscans,and fora long time the 
matter was debated between them and the 
Dominicans. Tee Jesuits subsequently took 
up the debate and conducted it with such 
vigor that on the 8th of Deeember the bull 
‘‘Tneffabilis Deus ’’ was promulgated in the 
Church of St. Peter, at Rome, by the Pope 
Pius IX., in the presence of two hundred 
members of the great hierarchy of the 
Church, which declared “that the most 
blessed Virgin Mary, in the first moment of 
conception by @ special grace and 
rrivilege of Almighty God, was preserved 
mmaculate from all stain of original sin.” 
Previous to this the Pope had, by an ency- 
clical of February 2, 1849, invited the opinion 
of the Catholic bishops upon the subject and 
received more than six hundred affirmative 
answers, four dissented from the Pope’s 
vjew, and fifty-two, while agreeing with him on 
the truth of the dogma, deem iS ROD EOS. 
tune to define and proclaim it. Since that 
time the observance of the festival became 
even more general than it had been before, 
In the United States, where our 
Lad of the Immaculate Coneeption 
has bese solemniy declared, by the church 
the saintly patroness of the Republic, the 
day is most strictly observed in all Catholic 
churches. In St. Louis low and high masses 
were said just as on Sunday, and at the 
Church of the Immaculate Conception, on 
Jefferson avenue and Locust street, the ser- 
vices were peculiarly impressive and solemn. 
Rev. Father O’ Reilly was celebrant at the high 
mass, and the church was _ filled 
with a congregation which had gathered 
not alone from his own but from the neigh- 
boring parishes. At St. John’s Church high 
mass was celebrated at 8 o’clock and the de- 
votion of forty hours exposition of the biessed 
sacrament, and atSt. Bridget’s Church there 
were special services and an unusually large 
number of communicants,and at the different 
convents, particularly at the Sacred Heart, 
the day was observed with all the solemn 
rites of a peculiarly religious festival. 

At St. Mary’s Church to-day was celebrat- 
ed the silver joes of the very reverend 
Vicar-General of the Arch diocese of St. 
Louis, Father Henry Muehisiepen, who was 
ordained a prieston the feast of the Im- 
maculate Conception December 8, 1857, by 
Archbishop Kenrick in the Cathe . Father 
Muehisiepen has long been one of the most 
prominent clergymen in St. Louis, the whole 
care of the German Catholic flock in this See 
having fallen to his hands. He was consti- 
tuted Vicar-Generail June 25, 1868, and has 
been forward in every Catholic enterprise 
since. He was one of the founders of the 
Amerika newspaper. and is now one of: the 
editors of the Herold des Glaubens. The 
services at St. Mary’s Church include the 
presentation of an address by Mr. Druhe 
and a giftof money by Mr. Helmbacher,in the 
name of the German Catholics. On Decem- 
ber 13 the twenty-fifth anniversary of the 
Vicar-Genera/’s first mass will also be cele- 
brated at St. Mary’s; solemu high mass will 
be offered up at 8 o’clock,and ail the German 
priests of St. Louis will be present.

LAWYER KER’S PROPHECY. 


The Probable Annexation of Mexico 
and Oanada. 


From the Philade)phia Record. 


The next vital question to divide political 
parties in this country, says Assistant United 
States Attorney-Genera! Ker, will be the ex- 

lency of annexing Mexico. In compari- 
son with the importance of this ouljecs he 
declares thatthe disputes on questions of 
civil service reform, internal revenue and the 
tariff laws will sink into insignificance. At 
present Mr. Ker can sew no vital question di- 
viding the Republican and Democratic par- 
ties, and it is this absence of a bone of con- 
tention that will hasten a dispute. 

But the leading cause to bring about this 
result is the increasing commercial interest 
taken by Americans in Mexican affairs. The 
investment of American capital in Mexican 
railroads has already awakened an interest 
among business nen in the affairs of that 
country, and Mr. Ker expects to see leading 
commercial men from the Northern States 
engage in active trade with the people across 
the border, The resources of Mexico have 
only recently become known to the people of 
this country. Mr. Ker believes our financial 
interest in that country wil! ultimately lead 
to a demand for its annexation. 

It is not on business interests alone that 
the lawyer depends for the fulfillment of his 
proppecy. He declares that the history of 

he te clearly shows a course of 
aggrandizement that cannot be checked until 
the American flag floats over every square 
mile of territory in North America. This 
nationa! idea, Mr. Ker declares, has been the 
guiding star of every Administration since 

Vashington was President, and as iliustra- 
tions of this he cites the acquisition of Fior- 
ida, yy Texas, California and Alaska 
trom the Spanish, French, Mexican and Rus- 
slan Governments. 

Again, Mr. Ker depends on the spirit of 
discontent which a quarter century of peace 
will breed among the masses to work a sen- 
timent in favor of war. Population is now 
increasing so fast, and there is such difficulty 
in finding employment for all, that a war 
ha be needed to kill off the surplus popula- 

on. 

That Ex-Secretary Blaine favors this 
scheme is declared to be an open secret 
among Washington politicians. The ex-Sec- 
tary’s intervention in the Chili-Peru contro- 
versy is cited as proof of his earnestness in 
the question. This is declared to have been 
the first stepina plan for embroiling the 
Government in hostilities with the two South 
American Republics in order to make Ameri- 
can influence paramounton the Southern 
continent. Once the Government became 
engaged in war with a South Ameri- 
can Power, or should the com- 
mercial supremacy of Ainerica become es- 
tablished among the South American Gov- 
ernments, the people of this eountry would 
recoguize the importance of possessing Mexi- 
00, and demand the aunexation of that coun- 

r 


The completion of a ship canal across the 
Isthmus of Panama will make it imperative 
to the integrity of the American Government 
that the United States should contro! all the 
country between the present frontier and the 
canal. When that day is reached there wi!! 
be prospects of a thriving American trade in 
that part of South America lying along the 
Pacific coast, and following this the Ameri- 
can flag willbe as much respected on the 
summits of the Andes, in the vailey of the 
Amazon and at the Horn as itis in sight of 
the Capitol dome. 

Mr. Ker expects to see American inflence 
made paramountnotonly in a southerly 
direction butin the North ajso, as Canada 
will be obliged in course of time to seek an- 
nexation for protection. It is fmpussible, he 
says, for a Weak and isolated people like the 
Canadians Will be, after separation from 
England, to thrive beside a powerful! nation 
like the United States, andits absorption as 
an integral] part of the Government is, there- 
fore. imperative. Then will America and 
the United States become coextensive. 


“TEXAS TOPICS. 


The Texas Legislature meets on Tuesday, 
January 9, 1883. 

It isnow highly probable thatthe Inter- 
national Railroad will soon be extended be- 
yond Columbia to the town of Brazorio, 
which is situated eight miles lower down 
the Brazos River. 

The authorities at Brenham are determined 
to put down the roughs and rowdies who 
have for so long attempted unsuccessfully to 
take charge of the town, and the City Mar- 


shal has offered a reward of $10 for informa- 


tion leading to the arrest of any one dis- 
charging firearms within the city limits. 

The cotton crop of Texas was put down at 
1,000,400 bales before the recent frost and the 
corn crop was estimated at 25,000,000 bushels. 
These figures will be slightly reduced, but 
there will not be any materia! change made, 
and itean be claimed truthfully that Texas 
is the leading agricultural State in the South. 


It is stated on pretty good authority that 
one-fourth of the cotton crop of this State 
still remains inthe field. The recent rains 
did no very great damage to cotton already 
opened, but the frost that followed killed 


nearly all unopened bolis. Cotton — 
and marketing has been completely checke 
for scveral days past. 

Parties from West Texas report that the 
lains west of B aocinge along the line of 
the Texas and Pacific ilway are literally 
covered with antelope, it is supposed that 
they have been driven trom the Panhandle 
the Indian Territory and the mountains of 
New Mexico by the sudden cold weather and 
severe snow-storms. 

A party of Jefferson capitalists have offer- 
ed to purchase $60,000 worth of stock in the 
Marshall and No “mye aes for the 
privilege of tapp e ro some teen 
miles from Marshall The proposition has 
been ver tavoreply received by the mana- 
ers of the Marshall Railroad, and it is high- 
y probable that it will be accepted. 

Oscar L. Holmes, of Nacogdoches, Texas, 
who died many years ago, left part of his es- 
tate to the State of Texas, to devoted to 
the aid and maintainance of persons wound- 
ed while fighting for the Confederacy, wy 
legislative enactment, March, 1875, F. P. Ed- 
wards, Milton Eastand J. N. Massey were 
appolnted trustees of this property.

Description of South Caro- 
lina’s White Trash, 
Columbia Correspondence New York Sun. 


To-day the streets of this town have been 
well filled. The coun people have been 
here in force. Noticeable among the crowds 
of blacxs and whites were the sand-hillers. 

sand-hillers are a race of whites who 
live among the sand-hills of South Carolina. 
They seem a distinct type. From whom they 
descended tio one knows. Morally they are 
wrecks beyond redemption. They are miser- 
ably poor. bas are despised by whites and 
blacks alike. ‘ ney have no ambition, no 
ope, no thought of a higher life. No effort 
ever been made to elevate these degrad- 
ed people. ‘The treatinent they receive shows 
plainly the utter indifference of the Southern 
gentleman to the welfare of all whom he 
thinks are below him socially. 

Before the war these poor whites were 
treated worse than slaves. They had the 
ballot, and when election day drew near the 
South Carolina gentlemen used to herd them 
in corrals, called bull pens here, and, supply- 
ing them with whisky, kept them drunk un- 
til they were ready to have them cast their 
votes. Incredible as this story sounds, it 
has been tuld to me by so many persons that 
I believe it to be true. 

A sand-hilier is a raw-boned, gaunt, cada- 
verous man. He is put together loosely. He 
shambles in his gait. He is humble in spirit, 
aud looks downward as though searching for 
lost coin. Thereis a peculiar side glance 
from the corners of his eyes, a fur- 
tive, timid, abashed glance that thorough- 
ly expresses the craven spirit of the 
creature. His wife is generally a 
depressed-looking female much given to pipe- 
smoking, tobacco-chewing, and occasiouaily 
to the pleasure of clay-eating. His children 
are simply young san-dhillers. Some of 
them, of tender years, are slaves to the clay 
habit. These people liye in squalid hovels 
hidden from the sight of passing travelers by 
trees. Many of these wretched dwellings 
stand in ravines where there is a little level 
land fit for agriculture. A few chickens 
stalk sadly around the yards. A Pie lean, 
active, straight-tailed, walks with hungry 
briskness about the house. The sand-hiiier

‘who does not owna dog does not live in 


South Carolina. snag generally have more 
than one—mean, sneakng curs, Mangy, tlea- 
bitten, and always tired. 

Tbere has been a weak effort at agriculture 
around the houses of the sand-hillers. A lew 
acres of the sandy soil have been scratched 
with a light plough, having a wooden mould 
board, and drawn by a single mule, steer or 
cow. A few vegetables, some corn, and occa- 
sionally a little patch of cotton, a very small 
patch this, as the true sand-hiller is not given 
to working the svil, are planted. ‘They raise 
enough to feed their fainilies, generally. If 
they do not, they supplement the supply by 
stealing, or by selling wood. They hunt, they 
fish,they sit in the sun. When they are tired 
of resting,they cut a little wood, by preierence 
the resinous heart of the pitch pine, called 
light wood. It takes a long time for @ sand- 
hiller to cut the eighth of a cord of this wood, 
possibly an entire week. When Saturday 
morning comes the torpid animal dresses 
himself in his best clothes, hitches his single 
animal to his cart, which is loaded with the 
wood, and slowly travels over miles of sandy 
roads to market. Arriving there, he sells 
his wood, receiving from fifty_cents to a dol- 
lar and a half for the load. This money be 

romptly investsin whisky, whica be carries 

ome. He does not linger in town, pretfer- 
ring the solitude of the sand-hills, where, 
surrounded by his squalid family, he can 
quietly get drunk and thoroughly enjoy 
sand-hili society. eta 

This part of South Carolina is a country of 
one-horse wagons. It is rare to see two 
horses harnessed and hitched to a farm wagon 
as they are in the Western agricultufal 
States. One mule or horse hitched to a wagon 
or acart is the prevailing rig. ‘The sand- 
hiller has soberiy burlesqued this convey- 
ance. He, finding, or begging, or stealing, 
or it may be buying, though the latter ls 
highly imprebabie, a pair of wheeis and an 
axietree, builds acart. The cartis a rough 
affair, pinned together with wooden 
pins, and impressing the Northern beholder 
With the belief that it will shortly fail to 

ieces. 1 have stopped on the streets several 

imes to see these carts tumble inte kindling 
wood, but they hung together, and creak- 
ingly rolled outof town in the direction 
of the sand bills. Tothis cari a smali buili, 
cow or steer is hitched, hree-quarters of 
the sand-hillers have but a single animal, a 
sober, sad-faced animal that does not chew 
the cud of content; indeed, I have yet to see 
them chewing any cud, elther of content or 
discontent. he harness used is home-made, 
consisting of bits of leathern straps, ropes 
and short chains. Many of the animals have 
collars made of corn husks, and are har- 
nessed as horses are in the North and Weat. 
Others have a single yoke, such as are used 
on self-sucking cows in the Northern States. 
The cattle are well broken and remarkably 
docile. They stand stanclily when left on 
the road, or, when they are at the end of 
their journey, they lie down and _ blink 
kindly at the by-passers. ‘That there is any- 
thing ludicrous in the appearance of these 
teanis and their drivers never seems to strike 
the Southern men. I thought that the sight 
of these people and of the negroes who cul- 
tivate the “‘one-horse farms,” on the streets 
might have made the dominant ciass thought- 
ful, and that the tremendous questions im- 
peratively demanding attention arose before 
them. Not so. They are used to the speciacie, 
and carelessiy damn both negroes and san i- 
hillers, when spoken to about them. One af- 
fluent sand-hiller, a haughty monopolist, 
came to town yesterday with a team that 
struck me as being exceedingly absurd and a 
measure of uncivilization. He had three 
animals hitched to his wagon. The 
nigh-wheeler was a lean mule, gray 
with age, and having deep . pockets 
above his eyes. ‘The off-wheeler was a smail 
brindle steer, fat and saucy. Hitched to the 
end of the pole, and soberly pulling his share 
of the half cord of wood, walked alittle red 
bull. Riding on the near-wheeler was a tall, 
gaunt sand-hiller. He was shaggy of hair, 
round-shouidered, loose-jointed, dirty, and 
silent. Henever spoke to his team, simply 
jerked the rope that guided the lead animal. 
Going down the main street, the gray mule 
met another sad-faced mule, an old acquaint- 
ance, probably. She thrust out her head and 
brayed harshly, the little red bull bellowed 
rumblingly, aad the brindle steer beliowed 
mournfully. The tali sand-hiller gspoke not, 
neither did he smile. He soberly drove to a 
cotton warehouse, dismounted, and stalked 
off, leaving his team in the street. 

One thing that impresses me deeply here is 
the silence of the men, both black and white. 
I mean the men from the country. A cay in 
a Western town when wheat or corn is mar- 
keted is anoisy day. Men laugh, they call 
loudly to each other; they joke, the banks 
are crowded; the saloons filled to overtlow- 
ing; the elevators are filled with good- 
naiured men, and there is the loud hum of 
buman voices everywhere; the horses are 
driven rapidly; the strong, heavy wagons 
rumble loudly. Here aii is silen all 
is slow. The people are sedate. here 
seems to be no humor among them. 
Gravely they sell their cotton and other 
farm produce. The sales over, the streets 
rapidly become deserted. The teams that 
came from a distance so great as to forbid re- 
turning that day aredriven to corrals. Most 
of the teamsters bring fodder for their ani- 
mals and blankets and food for themselves, 
These farmers are much more economical 
than Northern men. The teams are fed and 
watered, fires are built in the corral, and the 
teamsters, many of whom are farmers, 
gather round the blaze and talk in low tones 
while they eat. I heard no song, no laugh- 
ter, around these fires. The talk is earnest, 
and generally about crops. but frequently 
they talk of politics, I have yet to hear any 
talk among the comparatively uneducaved 
wh temen about the negro question. That 
itis an active ana probably 
tion they do not seem to believe, 
rate, the common people of South 
do not discuss it.

A Whole Game-Bag Full of Hunting 
Yarns.

Three or four years ago the waters of 
Mono Lake were the stamping-ground of 
thousands of gulls, curlews and other water 
birds, who made it their home in summer 
and winter. These birds laid their eggs and 
hatched their young on the islands in the 
lake, and save for the occasional Indian’s 
trip for plunder they were unmolested. But 
it became known thatupon the islands muil- 
lions of gull eggs were procurable for a small 
outlay of trouble and some enterprising indi- 
viduals began an opposition to the outside 
egg-shippers. These eggs,although too strong 
for the average egg-eater straight, were 
found to poscees advantages over ail others 
in the culinary department, and the hotel and 
private family’s cook alike took kindly to the 
young gulis in their native State.
